Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Crimnal Code of 1961 is anended by

changing Sections 3-6 and 3-7 as foll ows:

Sec. 3-6. Extended limtations. The period w thin which
a prosecution nust be comenced wunder the provisions of
Section 3-5 or other applicable statute is extended under the
foll ow ng conditions:

(a) A prosecution for theft 1involving a breach of a
fiduciary obligation to the aggrieved person may be comrenced
as foll ows:

(1) |If the aggrieved person is a mnor or a person
under legal disability, then during the mnority or |egal
disability or wthin one year after the termnation
t her eof .

(2) In any other instance, wwthin one year after
the discovery of the offense by an aggrieved person, or
by a person who has legal capacity to represent an
aggrieved person or has a legal duty to report the
offense, and is not hinself or herself a party to the
of fense; or in the absence of such discovery, within one
year after the proper prosecuting officer beconmes aware
of the offense. However, in no such case is the period of
limtation so extended nore than 3 vyears beyond the
expiration of the period otherw se applicable.

(b) A prosecution for any of fense based upon m sconduct
in office by a public officer or enployee nmay be commenced
within one year after discovery of the offense by a person

having a |l egal duty to report such offense, or in the absence
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of such di scovery, wthin one year after the proper
prosecuting officer becones aware of the offense. However, in
no such case is the period of l|imtation so extended nore
than 6 3 years beyond the expiration of the period otherw se
appl i cabl e.

(c) Except as otherw se provided in subsection (a) of
Section 3-5 of this Code and subdivision (i) or (j) of this
Section, a prosecution for any offense involving sexual
conduct or sexual penetration, as defined in Section 12-12 of
this Code, where the victimand defendant are fam |y nenbers,
as defined in Section 12-12 of this Code, may be comrenced
wi thin one year of the victimattaining the age of 18 years.

(d) A prosecution for child por nogr aphy, i ndecent
solicitation of a child, soliciting for a juvenile
prostitute, juvenile pinping or exploitation of a child my
be comenced within one year of the victimattaining the age
of 18 years. However, in no such case shall the tine period
for prosecution expire sooner than 3 vyears after the
comm ssion of the offense. Wen the victimis under 18 years
of age, a prosecution for <crimnal sexual abuse my be
commenced w thin one year of the victimattaining the age of
18 years. However, in no such case shall the tinme period for
prosecution expire sooner than 3 years after the conm ssion
of the offense.

(e) Except as otherwi se provided in subdivision (j), a
prosecution for any offense involving sexual conduct or
sexual penetration, as defined in Section 12-12 of this Code,
where the defendant was within a professional or fiduciary
relationship or a purported professional or fiduciary
relationship with the victimat the tinme of the conmm ssion of
the offense may be comenced wthin one year after the
di scovery of the offense by the victim

(f) A prosecution for any offense set forth in Section

44 of the "Environnmental Protection Act", approved June 29,
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1970, as anmended, may be comrenced within 5 years after the
di scovery of such an offense by a person or agency having the
legal duty to report the offense or in the absence of such
di scovery, wthin 5 vyears after the proper prosecuting
of ficer becones aware of the offense.

(i) Except as otherw se provided in subdivision (j), a
prosecution for crimnal sexual assault, aggravated crim nal
sexual assault, or aggravated crim nal sexual abuse may be
comenced within 10 years of the comm ssion of the offense if
t he victim reported t he offense to law enforcenent
authorities within 2 years after the commssion of the
of f ense.

Nothing in this subdivision (i) shall be construed to
shorten a period within which a prosecution nust be comrenced
under any other provision of this Section.

(j) Wen the victimis under 18 years of age at the tine
of the offense, a prosecution for crimnal sexual assault,
aggravated crimnal sexual assault, predatory crimnal sexual
assault of a child, or aggravated crim nal sexual abuse or a
prosecution for failure of a person who is required to report
an all eged or suspected comm ssion of any of these offenses
under the Abused and Neglected Child Reporting Act nay be
comenced within 10 years after the child victim attains 18
years of age.

Nothing in this subdivision (j) shall be construed to
shorten a period within which a prosecution nust be comrenced
under any other provision of this Section.

Sec. 3-7. Periods excluded fromlimtation.
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The period wthin which a prosecution nust be commenced
does not include any period in which:

(a) The defendant is not usually and publicly resident
within this State; or

(b) The defendant 1is a public officer or enpl oyee and

the of fense charged is theft of public funds while in public
of fice; or

(c) A prosecution 1is pending against the defendant for
t he sane conduct, even if the indictnment or information which
comences the prosecution is quashed or the proceedings
thereon are set aside, or are reversed on appeal; or

(d) A proceeding or an appeal froma proceeding relating
to the quashing or enforcenent of a Gand Jury subpoena
i ssued in connection with an investigation of a violation of
a crimnal law of this State is pendi ng. However, the period
wi thin which a prosecution nust be commenced includes any
period in which the State brings a proceedi ng or an appeal
froma proceeding specified in this subsection (d).
